REPUBLICAN PROGRAMME 
WITH REFERENCE TO THE APPROPRIATION BILLS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 4—Republican 
Representatives, when asked what their eourse 
will be regarding the Democratic caucus Appro- 
priation bills, say that they prefer to have an 
opportunity to study the complete text of those 
productions before deciding whether they will 
support them or not. Gen. Garfield said this 
evening, in substance, that, as he understood 
the provisions of the proposed Executive and 
Legislative bill, be should vote for it witbout 
being willing to vote for 
half a bill rather than none. Respecting 
the restrictive proviso of the Army bill, 
Gen. Garfield said that if it meant that none of 
the money appropriated should be used to 
transport or subsist troops for the purpose of 
using them as a police force at the poils, he saw 
no objection to it at ail except that it is a piece 
of folly. It is,“ he said, “‘as if on my rising 
to speak in the House a member should say he 
bad no objection to my speaking, provided I did 
not use indecent language.“ No Republican, 
he said, had ever wanted to use the troops in 
any such way, and the President had distinctly 
declared in his veto message that they would 
never be used to interfere with elections while 
he remained in office. 

In regard to 

THE JUDICIAL BILL 
Gen. Garfield deciared that if it contained any 
provision which, fairly construed, would in any 
way operate to weaken the administration of the 
laws to preserve the purity of elections; he 
should oppose it by every possible means, and 
he had no doubt that all the Republicans would 
do the same. Gen. Garfield says‘distinctly that 
if the Democrats have retained any of the objec- 
tionable features of the bills which have been 
vetoed, he shall of course oppose them; but if 
the Democrats have, as he thinks may be the 
case, adopted a jumble of words that do not 
mean anything, in order to corer up their re- 
treat, cuttle-fish fashion, he thinks the Repub- 
licaus have an opportunity to emphasize the 
Democratic back- down by 
VOTING FOR THE SILL. 

Representative Frye holds in substance the 
same view expressed by Gen. Garfield, and in 
addition says that he looks upon the caucus die- 
cussion as a complete but not a very manly sur- 
render of everything the Democrats demanded 
in the beginning. He said that a distinguished 
Southern Democratic Representative told bim 
this morning that the caucus nad made the bills 
thin enough now so that Representatives could 
vote for them. 

It is understood that Mr. Alexander H. 
Stephens hoids the same opiaions as to the thin- 
ness of the caucus conclusions. 
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that Mr. Buckner would withdraw his motion. 
The investigation was evidently unnecessary, 
and would result in great expenses. Banks 
which are in liquidation are required to send 
their periodical reports to the Comptroiler of 
the Currency, and undoubtedly everything was 
known by bim. The stockholders ought to 
make other complaints to the Comptrolier of 
the Currency, and he (Harris) had no doubt 
that their complaints would be heard. 

Mr. Whitthorne, of Tennessee, a Democrat, 
and a professional investigator, hoped that 
Buckner would press this inquiry. The people 
are interested in this National banking system. 
They want to know all about this rottenness, 
and wish to have the subject probed to the bot- 
tom. He hoped that the Committee would 
first find what is before the Comptroller, and

would investigate the facts. 

Mr. Ferdan, of New York, a Republican and 
stockholder in the Ocean Bank, said the de- 
positors had all been paid io full, but he boped 
there would be an. investigation, to know 
whether the stockholaers bave been honestiy 
treated by the Receiver. 

Mr. Buckner said that malfeasance had been 
charged against the Receiver of both of these 
banks, and that it bad been charged that the 
Comptroller of the Currency had refused to 
take proper action in the premises. As to the 
German National Bank of Chicago, it is reported 
that the Comptroller does not exercise proper 
care and discretion; that all the assets have 
been swallowed up, and that the Comptroller 
has refused to grant investigation.

“PATENT PAVING.” 


Judge Brown Decides that a Combination 
of Wooden Blocks Is Not an Invention. 
Detroit Free Fre, June . 

Robert C. Phillips, Eugene Robinson, and 
Jessie H. Farwell have been in litigation with 
the City of Detroit for four years past. Robert 
C. rhillips in 1869 obtained a patent for round 
wooden block paving. Ald. Finney, as Chair- 
man of the Committee on Claims and Accounts, 
refused to report favorably on the claims of 
Phillips & Co., and the city was sued in the 
Suverior Court for the royalty. Plaintiffs 
secured a verdict and the case was taken to the 
Supreme Court where the decision was reversed. 
Plaintiffs then filed a bill in the United States 
Circuit praying for an njunction against the 
city, and an assessment of Gamages. The pre- 


liminary injunction was granted two years ago, 
and the case has been in the court ever since. 
Yesterday morning Judge Brown rendered a 
decision —.— the bill. Judge Brown re- 
hearses the history of the case and continues as 
follows: 

The real question in this case is not whether this 
patent might have been valid if wooden blocks in 
their natural state laid vertically had never before 
been used, nor yet whether any of the prior pat-

The Movement to Send Masses of Irish 
Catholics from New York and Brooklyn 
to Western Farms. — 

New York, June 2.—The movement to send 
masses of Irish Catholics from the City of New 
York and Brooklyn, and to settle them on West- 
ein lands, is creating Much excitement i this 
city, and promises to end in an Irish exodus. 
The class of persons most opposed to it are the 
politicians, for New York has been made and 
kept largely Democratic by the votes which, if 
the movement is widespread, will be taken to 
the Western prairies.

Their 
character apd scope may be briefly defined as 
follows : 


President, ‘with the exception of the follow- 
ing substitute for the obnoxious sixth section 
of the other: 

„Sn. 6. That no money appropriated by this 
act is appropriated or shall be paid for the subsist- 
ence, equipment, transportation, or compensation 
| of any part of the army of the United States to be 
used as a police force to keep the peace at the 
polis at any election held within any State.“ 

In the vetoed Army bull, the sixth section 
repealed the words of the existing statute, 
vor to keep the peace at the polls,“ so that 
no military or civil officer of the Government 
could call upon troops to enforce the man- 
dates of the United States Courts, or protect 
and aid the United States Marshals and Su- 
pervisors at election time. The Congress, 
by adoption of the above substitute, will 
not undertake to change the existing law, 
but will endeavor to render it null and void 
by prohibiting the use of appropriated 
moneys for the purpose authorized by the 
lw. This is a subtle distinetion which, 

though essentially dishonest, may deter the 
President from vetoing the bill, since he may 
not be willing to dispute the authority of 
Congress to bestow and withhold appropria- 
tions according to its own judgment. 

2. The Legislative, Executive, and Ju- 
dicial Appropriation bill of last year 
will be extended. for another year, 
with materially the same items and 
details, except as to the provision for paying 
the arrearages of pensions out of the fund 
held heretofore for the redemption of frac- 
tional currency. There has been no disagree- 
ment between the President and the ruling 
majority in Congress as to the amount of ap- 
propriations ; and, as the President can only 
accept what Congress chooses to give for the 
maintenance of the Government, there would 
seem to be no reasonable ground for vetoing 
this bill. Nevertheless, this extension of last 
year’s bill will leave the judicial expenses 
upprovided for, which include fees for jurors 
and witnesses, cost of detaining prisoners, 
pay of Supervisors and special Deputy-Mar- 
shals, and such other incidental expenses of 
running the United States Courts as are not 
covered by salaries. This omission furnishes 
the opportunity for the third stepin the pro- 


gramme. 

3. Aspecial bill for judicial expenses” 
will be passed, which will make adequate 
appropriations for all the necessary outlay of 
the Courts except the pay of Supervisors and 
Deputy-Marshals engaged in the supervision 


| of the Congressional elections. The failure 


to appropriate for the pay of these officers is 
confeasedly intended to defeat the execution 
of the Election law; bat even this may not 
justify the President in vetoing a bill which 


The sums appropriated by this act are in full

elected, and designed to give the Democrats 
an unfair partisan advantage.

There is a family living in Chicago known 
as the McMuuzixn Brothers who have achiev- 
ed more or less notoriety in various schemes 
of local interest. Several of these gentle- 
men are now reaching out for National fame 
and National gains by means of a monster 
excursion which they are organizing to meet 
and welcome Gen. Grant on his arrival at 
Sian Francisco. Plainly stated, the Messrs. 
MocMvu.iuxew, more or less of them, intend to 
use Gen. Grant for a money-making purpose 
of their own without so much as saying by 
your leave.” The fact that a promiscuous 
crowd which they will gather by the usual 
half-fare dodge may be, and probably will 
be, very offensive to Gen. Grawr; the fact 
that the organization of such an expedition 
be misconstrued by Gen. Grant's oppo- 
nents; the fact that Gen. Grant, as 
a private citizen, is entitled to the 
privilege of coming home from his trip 
around the world in a quiet way and without 
molestation from a gang of half-fare excur- 
sionists,—all these obvious conditions are 
matters of the utmost indifference to the 
Messrs. McMu.zn, to whom the prospective 
profits of the excursion are of more account 
than any considerations of propriety. II is 
for this reason that the MoM junketing 
excursion, using Gen. Grant's name, arrival, 
and person as the attractions, should be con- 
demned by men of keener sensibilities and 
resented by Gen, Grant's friends. It isa 
mere money-making scheme of doubtful pro- 
priety, and nobody with a full knowledge of 
its character and a reasonable degree of self- 
respect will have anything to do with it. 
Gen. Gaawr is making his tour of the 
world as a private American. The eminent 
place he has won in American history as the 
most successful General in the War for the 
Union has secured for him the most flatter- 
ing receptions abroad and given peculiar eciat 
to his foreign travel. But these foreign re- 
ceptions and testimonials hava been sponta- 
neous offerings made by the official and 
popular representatives of nations that ad- 


has not been used, so far as we have heard, 
for any railroad excursions or other 
money-making schemes in the countries 
which he has visited, and it will be humilat- 
ing to see a mercenary spirit the most con- 
spicuous in hisown country when he re- 
turns, forming even the basis of his recep- 
tion. Asa matter of policy, his judgment 
would condemn ityund as a matter of personal 
comfort and satisfaction the half-rate exeur- 
sion party, led by the McMuzixzn Brothers, 
would be positively offensive. There 
will be enough of spontaneous welcome 
for Grant when he comes home to make it 
uncomfortable for him. He may find some 
compensation for the diseomfert if he can 
feel that the demonstrations at San Francis- 
oo, and along the line of the railroads to the 
East, are sincere and genuine expressions of 
welcome; but if an avalanche of half-rate 
politicians, and cheap orators, and mer- 
cenary offloe-seekers shall pour down. upon 
him as he steps from the steamer, he will 
wish he had reversed his steps, made another 
tour around the world, and come home by 
way of New York. The McMvutzen Brothers 
ought to be able to find a less offensive way 
for making money; but, if they persist im 
their half-rate scheme, the friends and ad- 
mirers of Gen. Grant ought to do all they 
can to discourage the excursion and deprive 
it of patronage. f

INEXCUSABLE BLUNDERING. 

There is something radically wrong in the 
counsels and management of the Republican 
party of the City of Chicago and the County 
of Cook. We lost the late municipal election, 
not because there were not Republicans 
enough in the city to carry it, but because 
the right men were not placed on the ticket. 
The Administration of Mayor Hearn was 
justly popular. There was, therefore, a 
manifestly proper thing for the Republican 
Convention to do, namely: renominate Mr. 
Harn. The masses of the party realized 
this fact, but the Convention acted as if it 
held no relations whatever to its constituency 
—the Republican party. Two years pre- 
viously Mr. A. M. Waicnr had shown great 
strength in Convention; and this fact 
seemed to be regarded by the Convention 
of last spring as placing the par- 
ty under a load of obligation to 
him which it could only discharge by con- 
ferring upon him the Mayoralty nomination, 
In this review we do not intend to reflect 
upon the character of Mr. Warcut. He is 
an eminently respectable as he is a worthy, - 
able man, but without popular hold on the 
people. Mr. Hearn, while not less re- 
spectable, worthy, and able, was especially 
available, because he had secured the popu- 
lar confidence, and to set him aside without 
cause was to fly in the face of political prov- 
ichen, to court the chances of defeat in- 
stead of taking the sure road to victory. 
After having made this blunder in the nomi- 
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result was bargaining, 
of weakness, misfortune, and worse. The 


lutely crushed him. The balance of the 
ticket was respectable, but not eminent 
either for ability or popularity. The whole 
produced disgust, and the great mass of Re- 
publicans staid away from the polls; those 
who attended scratched their ballots, and

Two Republican Conventions have badly 
blundered. The Republican party should 
heed the old saw, Three times and out.“ 
It is not to be expected that public men who 
are unfortunate or worse will voluntarily re- 
lieve political parties of their importunities 
for office. But that management which 
places their names on party tickets is, to put 
it mildly, stupid. No political party, and 
least of all the Republican party, can, if it 
would, help unfortunates to official positions 
which depend upon popular suffrage ; and 
the party which attempts to elevate to office 
men either notoriously incompetent or no- 
toriously corrupt deserve, as it generally 
suffers, inglorious death, It is idle to 
mine matters. The defeat suffered by the 
Republican party last Monday in the 
judicial election belongs to that class. 
We scarcely hesitate to declare that 
defeat under the circumstances was prefer- 
able to victory. The action of the Conven- 
tion was unworthy the Republican party, 
and Republicans spurned it, The Repub- 
lican party will not be bulldozed; it will 
not ratify an act of betrayal. It is proud, 
loyal to principle, and has the moral courage 
to face defeat rather than win an ignoble 
victory. This is the secret of last Monday’s 
election. If it has any significance at all, it 
is rather encouraging than disheartening to 
the Republican party in this: that it shows 
the high worthiness of the mass of its ad- 
herents. They will not, like their opponents, 
stoop to conquer. They have convictions, 
and vote them. ‘They decline to soil the 
judicial ermine merely to secure a partisan 
advantage. Their local quarrel now is not 
so much with the Democratic party as with 
their own managers and representatives, who 
doomed them not only to defeat, but to an 
ignoble defeat. The Republican party of 
Chicago apd Cook County must be reorgan- 


no less honorable than brilliant. If the 
Brigadiers at Washington take heart of hope 
from our judicial election they reckon with - 
out their host,—the great Republican party of 
Cook County which was handicapped with 
incompetency and muzzled by blundering 
management on Monday last.

AN INTERESTING INDIAN EXPERIMENT. 
Gen. Anmerrone, of the Hampton Insti- 
tute, Virginia, has attacked the Indian prob- 
lem in a practical manner, and the results of 
his experiment thus far promise rich fruit in 
the future. In the past, Hampton Institute 
has been known as a training school for the 
blacks, in which young freedmen were taught 
to become teachers among their own race of 
the departments of labor in which they are 
best qualified to serve. Up to February, 
1878, of 222 graduates but seventeen had 
failed to adopt the avocation of teaching 
among the Southern freedmen. Gen. Anm 
strone has now commenced a similar experi- 
ment among the Indians, having obtained 
sixty-four young Indians who were Govern- 
ment prisoners in Florida. The report which 
he has made shows that these Indians have 
taken a great deal of interest in the duties 
he has required them to perform, 
and have manifested special interest 
in learning to take care of cattle and to cul- 
tivate crops as well as in acquiring a know!l- 
edge of some of the higher arts. They are 
required to work a certain number of hours 
every day, and they do their work willingly 
and well. The cost tothe Governmentis very 
small, amounting for the whole sixty-four to 
only about $10,000, and the success thus far 
reached is considered very gratifying, es- 
pecially in view of the fact that the subjects 
with whom he had to deal were not very 
promising, all of them being prisoners for 
offenses against the Government. Having 
taught such as these the arts of civilization 
and qualified them to go out as teachers 
among the tribes, there is certainly hope 
that all of them may be civilized if the work 
is undertaken in a reasonable and practical 
manner. A case in point is the high 
degree of civilization which has been reached 
by the Indians in the Indian Territory, who, 
as they claimed in their recent protest against 
the threatened white invasion of their soil, 
have better schools, churches, and govern- 
ment, and have made more progress in agri- 
culture than the whites in the States around 
them. Still another case is that of the 
Poneas, who have recently been allowed to 
return to their farms and resume the avoca. 
tions in which they had made such remark- 
able progress when they were removed by 
the troops. The success at Hampton is 
encouraging for the future, and should lead 
to scme protracted effort at civilizing the 
Indians and giving them the opportunities

Thus they held their position avd were 
slaughtered where they could not return the 
fire, but no order to retreat was given until 
it was apparent they would be annihilated. 
On the retreat they showed the same in- 
domitable bravery. Their ranks once broken, 
the English troops created great havoc among 
them ; but not a Zulu asked for quarter, but 
in the most heroic manner met his death 
without a murmur. 

From the very beginning the Zulus have 
shown themselves to be skillful and courage- 
ous soldiers, and Orrewaro proved himself 
to be a better soldier than Lord Cuetmsronrp. 
At the ontset they outgeneraled and 
outfonght the English, and, had it 
not been for the constant and heavy 
reinforcements poured in by the English and 
the dispatch of some of their best Generals 
to the field of war, Oxrzwaro might have 
been the victor. Of course the English will 
ultimately triumph, and it is in the interests 
of civilization that they should, though the 
pretext upon which they made the war was 
well nigh despicable. The Zulus have been 
fighting for liberty, aud they have made a 
record which compels admiration. As the 
result of the war the English will annex their 
territory, and, as they always admire an 
enemy who puvishes them severely and ex- 
hibits courage, they will undoubtedly annex 
their soldiers also, and form them into na- 
tive regiments to operate against other 
tribes with whom they nust shortly come in 
collision, just as they utilized the Sikhs and 
other Indian tribes in their late Afghan cam- 
paign, who had given them so much trouble 
before they were subjugated. 


THE WARNER SILVER BILL. 

There is a general back-down on the part 
of the statesmen and so-called financial ora- 
cles who two years ago so roundly and per- 
sistently denounced Taz Trrsuwe and all 
others who favored the remonetization of 
silver. It will be remembered that at that 
time the silver dollar had been demonetized, 
and that all that was asked was that it should 
be restored to the legal condition that it had 
held from 1792 to the date of the act whose 
passage was so mysterious, and for which no 
one was willing to be responsible. 

The press of the Eastern States was very 
denunciatory. The ground taken was that 
the use of silver as money should be wholly 
abandoned; that the American silver dollar 
was a fraud and a cheat; that gold alone 
should be the metallic monéy of this and all 
other countries; that to coin silver dollars 
and make them legal-ten@#sr would be rank 
and deliberate repudiation; that those who 
advocated it were dishonest persons seeking 
to swindle their creditors; that if silver dol- 
lars were remonetized, all the gold in the 
country would flow out and none would 
come in; that National, municipal, and in- 
dividual credit would be irretrievably de- 


| stroyed; that trade with Boston and New 


York and Europe would be closed to Weat- 
ern States and people; that no Western 
man, or State, or city would be able to 
borrow a dollar, and no Western dealer 
would be able to buy a yard of calico on 
credit; that the work of funding the public 
debt would cease, resamption be made im- 
possible, and the whole country would go 
rapidly and irrecoverably to the demnition 
bow-wows,” 

But the bill did pass. The silver dollar 
was remonetized ; it was made a legal-tender 
for all debts, public and private, and, in 
special terms, was made a legal-tender in 
payment of principal and interest of the Na- 
tional bonds, particularly of the 5 and 4 per 
cent bonds then offered in exchange for 6 
per cents; and, also, a legal-tender in the 
redemption of the greenbacks after the date 
fixed for the resumption of specie- payments. 
In fact, the whole National debt, amount- 
ing to two thousand millions of dollars, 
was made payable, at the option of the 
Government, insilver dollars, What has been 
the result? Loet the success of resumption 
and the unparalleled sale of 4 per cents— 
$520,000,000 in eighty days—give the an- 
swer to the fearful predictions of the com- 
mercial, banking, and newspaper prophets, 
conspicuous among whom were the New 
York Times, Harper: Weekly, and the Bos- 
ton Advertiser. The Western States and 
municipalities have been able within the last 
year and more to borrow all the money to 
fund their debts, and the farmers have been 
able to renew all their mortgages at reduced 
rates of interest on the basia of an option 
to pay interest and principal in silver dollars. 
No Western merchant has ever failed to ob- 
tain credit because his notes may be paid in 
silver; but the ignorance, the selfishness, 


and the malice of the opponents of silver 


remonetization has been exposed and made 
patent to the country.

Substentiaily, then, there is no basis for any in- 
telligent contest on any feature of coinage vital to 
the present bi-metallic system. 

The Warner bill which has just passed 
the House and is now pending in the Senate 
is, taken as a whole, a timely and well-con- 
sidered measure, and ought to be enacted. It 
allows unlimited coinage of silver dollars. 
The act of 1878 remonetizing silver yielded 
to the insane prejudices of that time so far 
as to limit the amount of silver dollars to be 
coined. The uselessness of that limitation 
is now apparent, and it ought to be repealed. 
The Wann bill, however, makes two con- 
cessions to the opponents of {silver which 
ought to be satisfactory. The one is that 
the depositor of silver bullion at the mint 
shall be charged as an expense of coinage a 
sum equal to the difference in the market 
value of the bullion and of the dollars, Free 
coinage without this restriction would heve 
placed silver bullion at par with the coin; 
the concession is to preserve to the Gov- 
ernment the supposed profit in coining 
silver which it now enjoys under 
the limited system of coining. So, therefore, 
no person can complain that free coinage is 
intended to enrich the silver miners. The 
second concession. is to the people who 
object to the weight of silver,—an ob- 
jection unjustly made by Day A. Wexzs, 
and since then by Secretary Suzzman 
and other anti-silver persons. To meet 
the objection that no one wants silver dol- 
lars because they are too heavy to be car- 
ried, this bill proposes that silver may be de- 
posited in the Treasury in exchange for 
Treasury certificates ; these certificates to be 
of any denomination not less than $5, and 
to be exchangeable. Any person, then, who 
does not want silver can take one or more of 
these certificates, which will pass and ciren- 
late as greenbaeks, and be redeemable on 
demand in coin. It will put in circulation a 
volume of currency equal to the whole 
silver coinage of the country, every dollar of 
which will be represented by a coin dollar 
in the Treasury. Those who want more 
paper money will find it increased by silver 
certificates all secured by a deposit of coin ; 
those who want com can have it on demand 
for their certificates, and, next to the cur- 
rency of the Bank of England, no other 
paper circulating as money has ever been so 
amply and directly secured as this will be. 
Still, the objectors to silver object. They 
object to silver because it is too heavy, and 
they object to the paper because it is not 
coin; but the country will not tolerate any 
man who opposes or defeats this bill because 
of any such weak, irrational, and frivolous 
objections. As the Senate is to remain in 
session some time, the country will expect 
every friend of silver to aid in the passage 
of this bill now, and as it passed the House.

Capt. Sam Flint, of the 
steam barge Graves and her consort, the big 
chr George W. Adams, had deen here 
eleven days with those vessels, and five 
days before refused 2c on wheat to Buffalo, of- 
fered by William T. Baker & Co. Yesterday 
he weakened and accepted the offer, taking 
108,000 bu for the two vessels. Then the scram- 
bie began, Jim Bishop rushed in with the 
Moonlight for 50,000 bu, Capt. Atkins put in 
the steam-barge Alcona and consort Russel! for 
85,000 bu, Capt. Ira Owen got out of breath 


running up four flights of stairs to squeeze his 


steam-barge Inter-Ocean and consort Argonaut 
in for 100,000 bu, Capt. Tom Crosby was not 
much behind Flint in making an engagement 
for the schr John M. Hutchinson for 63,000 bu, 
and Capt. John Prindiville brought up the 
rear with the schr Sam Flint for 31,000 bu, 
the C. J. Wells for 84,000 bu, gl J. G.

The President on the Negro Exodus. 
New York Tribune, June 3. 

It having been denied that the President 
promised protection to a steamboat going down 
the Mississippi for colored emigrants, a state- 
ment has been made to the Associated Press on 
that subject, of which the following is the sub- 
stance: 

Early in the day, one of the President's secre- 
taries notified us at Wormley's Hotel that the 
President would meet us at 8 in the evening. He 
did so, and we were in consultation with him tiil 
9o'clock. While all that the President said to us 
was yet fresh in our minds, we wrote out a brief 
and correct abstractof it. This we took to the 
Associated Press, The agents of the latter thought 
it too 2 80 we abbreviated it. The abbrevia- 
tion Was still further cut down by the Press Agent. 
Had our original report been published, it would 
have more clearly represented to the country ail 
that transpired. Nevertheless, we aver that what 
was transmitted was substantially true. 

I'he President is reported as denying that he told 
us he favored the exodus of the negroes from the 
South. He was not asked by us whether he favor- 
ed or opposed it. Our business with him was not 
to elicit bis views touching that matter. We went 
to see him for the purpose of setting forth the fact 
that large numbers of colored citizens were re- 
fused transportation by the steumboat companies

Extensions of the Mains---Miles of Pipe in 
New Hydrants. 


That portion of the report of the Commis- 
sioner of Public Works for relating more 
especially to the consump and waste of 
water bas been received from the printer. The 
facts it gives are interesting and deserve serious 
consideration. There is a tabular statement 
giving the number of inhabitants, the number 
of gallons actually supplied daily, the average 
number of gallons per inhabitant, etc., from 
1858 to 1880. In 1858, with 91,000 inhabitants, 
the number of galions actually supplied was 
2,991,000,—82 8-10 gallons to each inhabitant, 
and 19 510 people to a tap. In 1862, with 133,000 
inhabitants, 6,000,000 gallons were supplied,— 
43 3-10 gallons to each inhabitant, and 18 5-10 
persons to a tap; while, according to the esti- 
mate made in 1851, it was figured that during 
that year only 3,000,000 gallons would be used. 
In 1866, with 200,000 inhabitants, the supply 
was 8,600,000 gallons, or 433-10 per inhabitant, 
with 14 individuals to each tap. In 1870, with 
298,000 inhabitants, 21,766,000 gallons were sup- 
plied, while the estimate which had been made 
in 1851 was that, in that year, only 4,536,000 
gallons would be required. The consumotion 
in 1872 was 72 8-10 gailons per inhabitant, and 
there were 8 2-10 inhabitants toatap. In 1874, 
with 395,000 inhabitants, the number of gallons 
per head was 96 3-10, and the number of persons 
to a tap 77-10. In 1878 the consumption 
had risen to Nr = or 122 7-10 gallons per ſu- 


habitant and 71-10 persons toatap. These fig- 
ures show very plainly how the consumption 
per head has increased from thirty-two gallons 
in 1858 up to 122 in 1878, having nearly quad- 
rupled; and the extension of the water system 
is shown by the fact that in 1858 there were 19 
5-10 inhabitants to a tap, and now 7 1-10. The 
average consumption is slightly greater this 
year than last. 


Use--- 


WASTE. 


The report then says: 

That for all legitimate purvoses whatever, in a 
city hke ours, it should require a hogshead and a 
quarter of water foreach man, woman, and child 
is not possible, and is simply evidence of enor- 
mous waste. How to prevent it has become, in 
this as well as other cities, a great and perplexing 
problem. Everywhere the conviction is gaining 
strength that nothing but meters can do this witnin 
available means. So far as here, they 
— a revenue twice as great in - 
portion as the frontage and other rates for the 
balance of the water furnished tothe city. Yet 
they are not popular, and various objections are 
made to them, none well grounded, however, 
against their accuracy, or the strict justice of 
charging according to their registers. Their im- 
mediate and universal adoption would cause a se- 
rious decline in the total water revenue; but a 
very few years, however, would restore the reve- 
nue, and be accompanied by other and lasting 
benefits. 

NECESSITY FOR NEW PUMPING MACHINERY. 

To show the pressing demand for a dimination 
in the waste of water, and the absolute necessity 
there is for immediate steps toward procuring new 
pumping machinery, a diagram of average and ex- 
treme daily consumption each month during the 
past twelve years is presented, It shows the en- 
tire pumping capacity of the city, together with 
what may be considered the available capacity at 
all times, that is supposing the largest engine to 
be at rest, as every engine must occasionally, and 
ought twice in a year, to be stopped for exam- 
ination, and. if necessary, irs. On the dia- 
gram is a line showing the increasing average 
demand for water during the past six 
years. This line cuts the line of present available 
and reliable pumping capacity in 1880, or before it 
will de possible to have new pumping-engines of 
proper size erected. Of course, it is not certain 
that the average daily consumption by the whole 
city will continue to increase as it has done; but 
the era of renewed prosperity, which we hope has 
begun to dawn upon the country, is not likely to be 
accompanied by a aimintshed demand for water. 
Without then either a very prompt stoppage of 
waste, or increased pumping capacity. great incon- 
venience, and, in some sections of the city, suffer- 
ing, must be felt. The prospect oi stopping waste 
to any great extent is so slight that the erection of 
two new pumping-engines is earnestly recommend- 
ed. These, it is believed, should be of not less 
than 15, 000, 000 gallons capacity each, and placed 
at the West Side station in an extension southerly 
of the present gs ga They could scarcely be 
completed before it will be necessary to renew the 
two oldest engines at the North Side station, which 
occupy too valuable space for machinery of such 
limited capacity as well as age. This could not 
possibly be done without great danger to the inter- 
ests of the city before the completion of those at 
the West Side station. 

The old inlet basin, though no longer avail- 
able as a means of supply, still affords protec- 
tion to the new one, ready for use in case of 
necessity, which new one was of considerabie 
vaiue early this year, owing to the accumulation 
of anchor ice at the crib. : 

PIPES LAID. 

The actual increase in the total length of pipes 
laid in the city was less last year than during any 
other vear since 1861. This was owing mainly to 
the great depression in financial matters and the 
consequent limited number of buildings erected. 
The work of replacing small pipes with larger 
ones was continued to a moderate extent, 
but should be contained stilifarther. It is ve 
gratifying to know that most of the valuable busi- 
ness portion, as wellas several other parts of the 
city, is liberally supplied with pipeseof ample.size 
tor fire purposes; but there are still considerable 
districts of which this cannot be said. Attention 
was called to this subject in 1864 and 1866, as well 
as subsequently, in the published annual reports, 
The fearful rapidity with which fires sometimes 
spread makes more apparent than ever the necessity 
of continuing to repiace the four-inch pipes, of 
which so many wefe laid in former years, by those 
of a larger size. In the laying of pew 
pipes the importance of having larger 
mains has been kept constantly in mind; 
heng the apparent inconsistency that will 
be found in the pians of the distributing system, 
large mains on some streets connecting only with 
small ones; but, as the Department may be ailow- 
ed to carry ont future work, the gaps in the lines 
of larger pipes should be filledap. This would 
greatly improve the efficiency of pipe system 
for fire protection in several 2 of the city. 

The day is probably not far distant when the 
thirty-six-inch pipe which now connects the North 
Pumping- Works with the centre of the city will be 
extended to the West Side works. The value of 
this, even in ordinary times, would be quite ap- 
preciable either in giving a better water pressure 
where it is most needed, or in the saving of fuel 
under the same pressure; but, in case of extraor- 
dinary accidents to the largest engines, it would be 
of very great advantage oy preventing the press- 
ure from faliing so low in many parte of the city as 
it otherwise would. 

During 1878, 8,024 feet of n were 
laid on the South Side, 14,338 feet on West 
Side, and 8,768 on the North Side; total, 31.950 
feet. The greater portion were 6 and ~ inches 
in diameter. 

The total length of pipe laid and in use at this 
date is about 2,270,000 feet, of which 000 is 
36-inch, 68,000 24-inch, 57,000 16-inch, 116,000 12. 
inch, 410,000 38-inch, 873,000 6-inch, and 691,000 
4-inch. Of the 3-inch pipe, but about 21,000 feet 
remain in use. 

Much time and expense are necessarily de- 
voted to the establishment and maintenance of 
hydrants.. For their protectionin winter saw- 
dust has proved to be the best material. By 
the use of tar and felt paper it is believed one 
packing can be made to last several years. 
About 1,800 have been thus treated. During 
the year thirty-three new hydrants were put in 
on the South Side, wre on the West Sid 
and thirteen on the North Side, making a total 
in the city of 3,130, of which 1,075 are double 
nozzied.

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‘ROBBERY AND BLOODSHED. 


Fierce Struggle with a Midnight Marauder. 
An era of crime seems upon us. Outrageous 
robberies and assaults are the order of the day, 


and each succeeding one seems more vicious 
than its predecessor. What might have 
proven a dastardly murder occurred at 
about 8 o'clock esterday morning at 
No. 459 North Clark street, a thick- 
lv settled and business locality. 
The building is a three-story brick, occupied on 
the first floor bya saloon, and upon the two 


upper floers as domieiles. 
cupied in front by George Schori, proprietor of a 
saloon at No. 46 State street, and in the rear 
by W. J. Cash, until recently a conductor on the 
North Division Street Railway. At the 
hour above mentioned Mr. Cash saw 
the door leading to the kitchen move, 
and, thinking it singular, looked to see if his 
son was in bed. Finding him fast asleep in bed, 
Mr. Cash concluded that his visitor was 3 
burglar, and jumped out of bed; be seized a 
chair, and assaulted himin the kitchen. The 
blow brought the burglar to his knees, and 
caused him to drop Mr. Cash's watch, which he 
had already stolen. Recovering bimeelf, the 
burglar started for the door, and as, he was 
leaving Mr. Cash again struck him down with 
the chair by throwing it at him. He then overtook 
him, and, remembering that the thief must have 
also taken his wallet containing all his money, 
he made a desperate effort to overpower him. 
They scaffied half-way down the stairway, Mr. 
Cash doing his best to hold bim, and 
to alarm the other occupants of the 
house. But the burglar, seeing that he 
would be captured unless he did something 
desperate, drew a weapon, sup y a razor, 
and cut bis assailant across the back of the 
head, and on the right breast. This did not 
have the desired effect, for the weapon was 80 
keen that he did not feel the cuts until 
some momente later. The villain then 
drew a billy, and dealt Mr. 

stunning blow on the left side 

the head, which caused him to drop for the 
moment senseless upon the stairway. So 
stunned was he by the blow that he does not 
know how the fellow left the rg Dr. 
Bartlett, who was called in to attend the injured 
man, found a long gash over the crown of the 
head, and another some three or four inches in 
length reaching down to the nipple of the 
right breast, but this latter wound was not very 
deep nor serious. The blow with the billy 
might have caused considerabie concussion of 
the brain, but last midnight Mr. Cash was feel 
ing so much better that there is but slight 
probability of that. He suffered considerably 
trom loss of blood. 

The intentionjof the burglar was oubt- 
edly to rob Mr. Schori, and he eithe made a 
mistake in entering the apartments occupied 
by Mr.. Cash, or else was unable to enter Mr. 
Schori’s a ents owing to the security 
with whi the doors were fasten 
The latter ig the more probable. Mr. 
Schori states that during last Tuesday he was 
engaged for some time in a conversation with a 
man who called upon him at his saloon, and 
while he was conversing with him two mencame 
in at different times, one to get a $50 bin 
changed and the other to get $20 worth of 
small change. To obiige them Mr. Schori took 
out a large wallet which he carries, and 
in which there was a large sum 
of money, 4 lot of valuabie 
papers and $4,000 in gold-bearing bonds. The 
visitor eyed the roll pretty closely, and Schori 
considered him 50 suspicious that he abruptly 
abandoned all further talk with him. That 
night between 11 and 12 o’clock he is quite con- 
fident that three men, one of.whom at least- was 
his visitor poive, Bog reg & followed him from 
the saloon nearly to his home. In consequence 
he took extra precautions in retiring. 

. Cash loses only about $25 cash, but 
that is ali be had, and he feels the loss deeply, 
because of his injuries, and his lack of empioy- 
ment. He is not able to describe the burglar, 
as the ficht was in the dark; he only knows 
that he a was low-sized, stoutly-built man, 
wearing a tight-fitting skull-cap.

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Republic Lost Its Independ- 
ence--Romance of South-

How Sir Theophilus Shepstone Annexed 
the Transyaal---A Dissatisfied 


> People. 

Result of Sir 

Meeting with the 
Boers. 


See York Herald. 

For the past two years upward of 30,000 peo- 
ple, who comprise the white population of 
the Transvaal, have been groaning under the 
weight of the power which has usurped their 
birthright and taken from them their independ- 
eace. Up to April 12, 1877, the Transyaal— 
which is a country as large as France—was 
looked upon as a successful Revublic. It had 
enjoyed its independence for -over forty years, 
and had been; recognized among nations since 
1852. Since the day when Engiand committed 
the piracy of annexing the country, persistent 


and repeated, though peaceful, efforts have 
been made by the people to have their inde- 
pendence restored. So far they have been un- 
successful, but stil! they use urgent endeavors 
to attain the much-desired end. To get a clear 
idea of the Transvaal it is not necessary to look 
far back. Fifty years ago the lion and elephant 
were masters of the troubled territory, and 
their right was only disputed. by some natives 
who dwelt near the mountains. The great Zulu 
nation occupied what is now Natal and Zulu- 
land, and no white men had ever threatened its 
power. The Basutos under Mosheah held the 
best portions of what is now the Free State, and 
the white man was content to remain south of 
the Orange River in the Cape settlements. 

A GLIMPSR AT TRANSVAAL HISTORY. 

At that time the English had been masters of 
the Cape but a few years, during which period a 
great many of the old Dutch settlers, who called 
themselves Boers (farmers), became dissatisfied 
with the new Government, and sought homes in 
the northern wilds. Louis Trichard, a French 
Boer, accompanied by eighty of his neighbors, 
crossed the Orange and Vaal Rivers in 1825 and 
“trekked ” on until Mosilikatse and his North- 
ern Zulus stopped his path. The most northern 
portion of what is now the Transvaal was 
reached and for many years these pioneers were 
harassed by this King, until at last, fourteen 
years later, the remnant of the little band— 
twenty-tive in number—were forced totake ship 
at Delagoa Bay, and 7 southward to Natal, 
where a strong body of their countrymen had 
established the Republic de Natalia.” AI- 
though the Trichard party“ had given up the 
northern portion of the land over the Vaal 
the Boers still heid * for prior to 
Trichard’s departure one tgeiter and his 
adherents had settled in the southwestern 
portion, on the banks of the Mooi (pretty) 
River, where a “dorp,” or town, soon sprang 
up, which is now known as Potchefstroom. The 
Boers in Natal were not allowed to enjoy their 
Republic very long, for in 1842 the British, un- 
der Capt. Smith, took it from them, and most 
of the blicans joined their brethren in the 
Transvaal, The power of Mosilikatze was soon 
broken, and the farmers were left in compara- 
tive safety in undisputed possession of their far- 
off home. 

BIBLICAL WANDERINGS. 

A very few years found the restless settlers 
probing the interior again. They moved to 
Zoutpansberg and Lydenberg. The Amaswazi 
nation of Kafirs lived to the north of the Zulus 
and east of the Transvaal. Among some hilis 
between the Amaswazi country and that occu- 
pied * Boers ha a eames tribe of a? 
tos, called Bapedi,”” w were regard y 
the Swazies as dogs, or slaves. The King of 
Swazieland offered, in a friendly way, to exter- 
mmate the Bapedi, so that they migbt not prove 
troublesome to his new Dutch neighbors. Pot- 
geiter declined this preferring rather 
to take the forlorn Bavedi under his protection. 
A treaty was accordingly made between 
Seposa, King of the Amaswazies, and the Dutch 
farmers that for 100 head of cattle the King 
should transfer his right to the land and per- 
sons of the Bapedi over to the Boers. uati, 
the chieftain of the outcast Basutos, was highly 
pleased with the exchange of masters, and 80 
expressed himself to Potgeiter. Under Dutch 
rule Sequati’s people thrived. 

In 1848, after the Boom Plaats affair, the in- 
surgent free State leader, A. W. Preterious, 
sought a refuge in the Transvaal, and was bailed 
with delight. In bim the people found a man 
capable of converting their crude ideas 
of home and country into a substantial 
form. After this the British Goverrment 
became alive to the persistent attitude of the 
Boers against its rule and showed a more lib- 
eral spirit. Seeing that a powerful and grow- 
ing community, situated without the pale of 
civilization, was = r to be eect Maal. . A 
law abiding power, ber * sent Maj. Hogg 
and C. 5 Owen across the Vaal as Commis- 
sioners. A deputation of Boers, headed by 
Gen. Pretorio met the Commission at Sand 
River, on Jan. 1852. The result of the meet 
ing was that a guarantee was given the Boers 
in der Majesty's name whereby they were 
recognized as an independent 
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power was

SHEPSTONE COMES ON THE SCENE. 


All this undue significance of danger was 
magnified considerably by the Colonial press, 
and witbout doubt reached the English states- 
men at home in even a more disturbed state. 
It so happened that when the news reached En- 
gland Mr. Theophilus Shepstone, See- 
retary for Native Affaires for Natal, was 
there. The greatest bugbear that could appear 
at the Colonial Office in Downing street was the 
prospect of a native war, and from the extrava- 
gant accounts it was easy to conjure up one 
here of no smal! import. Just then Mr. Shep- 
stone was knigl.ted and sent to the Transvaal 
on a secret mission of grave importance. Long 
before he arrived in Durban, President Burgers 
had gathered together a large commando“ 
(army) of farmers and moved out against the 
turbulent Bapedi. The ‘dreaded Johannes 
had succumbed to the impetuous attack of 
2.000 Swazie allies, who scaled the walls of 
the fortress and swept through the town like an 
avalanche, killing the eighty men who formed 
the garrison, together With every other living 
object in the doomed place. Through a mis- 
take the Transvaal forse proper, which was 
composed ot 200 Boers and English, took up a 
position with acannon on a hill, from which it 
was impossible for them to join the Swazie 
attacking force as intended, more especially as 
the impatient natives bad made a dash prema- 
turely. ‘The Johapnes affair, though really insig- 
nificant in every particular, was made much of 
against the Boers, and through it they were stig- 
matized with cowardice and incapacity. President 
Burgers gathered his grand army, 2,000 strong, 
at Oliphant River, and marched it toward Seku- 
kuni’s stronghold, intending to carry it by an 
impetuous assault. 

THE BOER METHOD OF WARFARE. 

Hitherto Boer fighting had been aslow process; 
they. believed in investing a place and slowly but 
surely bringing it to terms. The President en- 
deavored to introduce European military — 
which proved unsuited to the Boer taste, an 
owing to lack of military knowledge in those 
who commanded failed, without even striking a 
blow. Dissension was produced at the outeet 
when the Boers saw that most of them had been 
brought hundreds of miles away from 
their homes to participste in an affair 
which the people of the immediate neigbbor- 
hood were capable of attending to alone. ‘The 
farmers complained thattheir crops were in their 
fields at home, rotting for want of 
bands to harvest them, and said they 
must return to provide food for their families. 
Burghers’ hasty action was condemned 
by the deliberate M. up of the army 
and its return home. en yolunteers were 
called for, andasplendid band of soldiers of 
fortune under the brave Von Schlickmann soon 
brought Sekukuni to his knees. Thus a couple 
of hundred men subdued the vaunted savage, 
and Capt. Ferriera, after defeating nearly 3,000 
Bapedi with about twenty-five Boers, made a 
treaty of peace with Sekukuni on behalf of the 
Transvaal, by which the Chief agreed to pay 
2.000 head of cattle as au indemnity. Thus the 
war died a natural death. 

AN INIQUITOUS ANNEXATION. 

While this had been going on Sir Theophilus 
Shepstone arrived in Natal with his secret pow- 
ers in his pocket. It was known that be was on 
a mission to the Transvaaly After a‘month or 
so of preparation he started from Pietermaritz- 
burg with a picked staff of soldiers 
and statesmen. An escort of mounted 
police . the party and a de- 
tachment o soldiers followed in the 
rear. These latter were left on the 
Jer and her Majesty's Commissioner en- 

tered the Transvaal. As he was proceeding 
toward Pretoria an army of Zulus appeared on 
the borders of their country overlooking the 
Transvaal, and it was given out that they 
threatened the Boers with an twvasion. After 
the country had been annexed, Sir Theophilvs 
Shepstone, in his report to the Colonial Secre- 
tary, Lord Carnarvon, stated that one of his chief 
reasons in so doing was ‘the presence of an 
army of Zulus on their frontier, who threatened 
the Transyaal with invasion.”’ Since then it has 
been ascertained on authority that Sir 
Theophilus himself had caused the Zulu war- 
riors to take up the position they occupied, he 
having sent word to King Cetywayo that he 
was going to take the Transvaal, and that as the 
Boers would no doubt go into Zaluland to drive 
cattle, the King bad better send his warriors to 
be ready for them.“ This action is the keynote 
to the present Zulu war. 

UNDER FALSE PRETENSES. 

Meanwhile Sir Theophilus and his attaches 
proceeded to Pretoria with friendly assurances 
on his lips. He told the people he had been 
sent by the Queen to help them settle some 
native troubles which jeopardized the peace and 
welfare of the country at large. ‘Lhe Boers 
received the 1 
amid the feasting which followed, Sir Theophilus 
was assured that tlie native troubles were over and 
that the Volksraad (Congress) was about to 
meet to receive the treaty of peace. It was true, 
they said, the affairs of the country did not look 
very — but as he came as a friend no doubt 
he would assist in righting them. The Volks- 
raad met and the President laid the treaty of 
peace on the table, when it was ratified. Sir 
Theophilas then explained that although the 
had *‘ patched un a peace with Sekukuni, s 
the Zulus threatened the country. Aud it they 
do, answered the “wont they have to 
overrun the Transvaal first?” It then became 
evident that her Majesty’s Commissioner had 
designs on the independence of the Republic, 
and many ot the English and a few of the Dutch 
clamored for annexation, while the bulk of the 
people and the press stood aghast and pro 
| As a means of saying their independence, the 

Volksraad submitted a new Constitation to the 
Commissioner. This was not entertained. It 
was then rumored that the English would take 
possession on a certain day. 

THE BOERS PROTEST. 


On Abril 11 a protest signed by the President 
and the Executive Council in name of the 
people was issued against annexation, and next 
day, on April 12, 1877, the Transvaal was pro- 
claimed British territory pending her Majeaty’s

assist him in administering the Goveroment, 
while the troops marched with all baste to the 
Capital. On their arrival, insuring. it a safe 
undertaking, the Union Jack was hoisted. The 
Boers were assembled in strong numbers out- 
side the city, ready to ent the hoisting of 
the flag, but Paul r, an ex-President, 
counseled them to abstain from days say- 
ing he was sure the annexation was a mistake 
which would be easily rectified on being ex- 
plained to these in power in England.

SIR BARTLE FRERE’S INTERVIEW. 


To make the story of the Transvaal Repu 
complete it is only necessary to add the reports 
of the mee of Sir Bartle Frere and the 4,000 
Boers who assembled and formed a camp 
about twenty miles from Pretoria. The High 
Commissioner arrived at Pretoria on the 10th 
of April last, having passed through the 
Boer camp. On his way thither he had 
82 eonversation tage pnt agen 

e, but postponed an until 
the 12th. Oo that aa his Excellency met 
twenty-two of the Boer delegates at a river about 
seven miles from Pretoria. He took up a firm 
stand, telling them that to clamor for in- 
dependence was but idle talk. He said: 
There are those who think the country may 
be given up again, but 1 th ou 
will see in the promptitude with which 
the reinforcements lately asked for were 
sent a clear proof and guarantee that no terri- 
tory over which the British flag has once way 
will be abandoned.” The Stantard and Mail 
gives an account of the meeting ot the Boers on 
the 19th and 20th. Several speakers at the 
meeting said it was for the people to decide 
whether they would submit to Britiah rule or con- 
tinue to resist. [Gries of “ We will not submit, 
we would rather die!’’] It was suggested that 
the people should “es their decision in writing, 
and that no one s d be deterred from ex- 
pressing his opinion by threats or intimidation 
of any kind. A letter was read from the High 
Commissioner, in reply to an invitation to at- 
tend the meeting. Joubert said he did not 
believe his Excellency would come to restore 
the independence of the country. Letters of 
the High Commissioner to Mr, were 
read, and met with a general cry of We have 
nothing to do with Zululand!” A committee, 
chosen by the people, brought up a pro- 
posal as follows: “The Pans bere present, 
having beard the report of the delegate, Mr. P. 
J. Joubert, and reply of the High Commissioner, 
resolve to delegate to their present Committee 
in rull confidence further to act for the restora- 
tion of their independence.“ It was then called 
out that those who were willing to submit to 
the British Government should go to one side. 
Not a single one sti The question was 
then put, you all satis with the 
proposal now submitted?” which was re- 
sponded to by loud cries of Tes“ and tnree 
vociferous cheers, Next day a document un- 
signed was read, recommending that the people 
should demand back the independence of the 
country, and enforce the demand if necessary. 
It was met with cries of assent and dissent. 
Mr. Dreyer read a more moderate proposal, and 
Messrs. J. S. Joubert. Serior, and F. Kruger im- 
pressed upon the meeting the immense respon- 
sibility of taking violent measures before all 
peaceful and eoustitutional means had beeu ex- 


hausted. 
THE PETITION TO THE COLONIAL SECRBTARY. 


The meeting of the Boers resulted in we de- 
termination to petition the Colonial Secretary 
for the restoration of the independence of the 
Republic, which Sir Bartle Frere promised to 
present. The following is the text of the dis- 
patch which Sir Bartle Frere has sddressed to 
the Colonial Secretary respecting his interview 
with the Boers: 

Parroria, April 17, 1879. — T the * Hon- 
ovable the Secretary of State, Colonial Ofice— 
Sin: I have the honor to forward a report drawn up 
from the notes of a shorthand writer of what pass- 
ed ata meeting waich Col. Lanyon and myself 
heid with the Committee from the Transvaal at the 
Boer meeting near Erasmus Farm, about six 
miles from this town. I have also the honor 
to forward tne memorial since presented to 
me by the Committee for subdmitting to her 
Majesty's Government, at the particular request 
of the mittee, a request to which it is evident 
they attach t importance. i have promised 
them to state in my own words, for the informa- 
tion of her Majesty's Government, the argumen 
they have essed to me, as I unders 
them, and which will, no doubt, receive 1 
earnest consideration. They maintain that t 
independence was unjustly taken from them 1 
the act of annexation, and which, they allege 
was founded on ineorrect representations of 
the state of the Transvaal, and of the feebdie- 
ness of ite Government. They desire their 
independence to be freely and unreservdly restored ; 
they desire „ in the shape of conces- 
sion, and cannot content with anything less. 
By independence they understand the same entire 
freedom from all control in choosing their own 
form of government and administrative machinery 
as was guaranteed them by the Sand River Con- 
vention of 1852..

the testimony that Prussing hurriel up the 
work, telling the men not to spend so much 
time in the needless details of carving and cut- 
ting. The estimate of the six experts, and the 
calculation as to the excessive cost of the third 
and attic stories over the first and second, were, 
iyuniair. Certain stones, which everybody 
admitted took too much time, were taken as a 
basis, and from that the gentlemen proceeded 
to say that if the rest cost at the 
same rate, why then the total excess was $173,- 
000. The supposition, the “if,” was purely 
baseless. The cubic foot test was equally un- 
fair, because the ratio between surface and cubic 
‘measuse was not first established. There was 
an attempt in all this to figure Prussing out of a 
reputation and, perhaos, reckon him into the 
Penitentiary, and it was simply outrageous to 
attempt to deceive the jurv on those ticures. 
It wouldn't be pretended that Prussing con- 
soired with the timekeepers. The attempt to 
show wroug-ioing on Prussing's part in letting 
Gindele go to the Centennial was quite as small 
as some otber things in the case. Gindele believed 
he was entitied to his pay on the principle that 
“they all did it.“ and Mills and even Kalstrom 
advised that it was the practice of the Depart- 
ment to grant pay in such cases. Burkng finally 
certified to the pay-roll. Prussing, on the stand, 
said he would admit receiving pay himsel: 
when he was sick, if the Government wanted 
tomake any point on this matter.

Had. the Grand Jury known what 
there was in this case these men would never 
have been indicted. But in indicting them the 
object of the real prosecution had been accom- 
plished. These defendants had been smirched, 
and that was all that was wanted, for nobody 
would even pretend that there was any ground 
for vonyicting any of them. Even the counsel 
for the prosecution would not dare to make 
such a claim before the jury, ſor they 
knew there was nothing in the case, and had no 
heart in it. The smallest reparation the jury 
could make for the stigma thrown upon these 
men was to acquit and thus vindicate them, and 
that such would be the result of this long trial 
he had not for a moment doubted.

cial cablegram that Wolseley derives his im- 
portance from the fact that the Times corre- 
spondent shook hands with him. Conscious of 
the importance of the event, be says.

—the greeting of Sir Garnet by the Times cor- 
respondent—‘' was the Paddington railway-sta- 
tion.“ -a place to be sought by American tourists 
along with tlie Tower of London. Wolseley,“ 
says the Times correspondent, “looked ra- 
diant ’’; and well he might after shaking hands 
with the Times correspondent; “he smiled

an ordinary man could never have concealed his 
emotion after shaking hands with the Times cor- 
respondent.

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Speech by the Emperor. 

Vienna, May 18.—On Saturday at noon the 
Austrian Reichsratb, having completed its legal 
term of six years, was closed by his Majesty in 
the throne-room of the Palace. His Majesty, 
seated on the throne, read the following speech 
handed over by the Minister-President: 

GENTLEMEN OF BOTH Hovses or THE ReIcus- 
RATH: When six vers ago I called you round my 
throne, I pointed out the great and dificalt prob- 
lems devolving on you to solve in concert with my 
Government. bills aiming at extensive reforms in 
taxation, the administration of justice, and relig- 
ious relations were then laid before you. In the 
course of the session other important question: 
arose claiming in an equai degree your patriotic 
devotion and political insight. Although all those 
matters could not in the time given you be finaliy 
settied, great and difficult problema have by your 
co-operation found their solution. You gave your 
fnll attention to the distarbed economical condi- 
tion of the country, and, in concert with my Gov- 
ernment, have by a numberof measures been en- 
deavoring to mitigate the effects of a crisis un- 
usually long and violent, affecting two hemi- 
spheres. Siens of a revival of industrial activity 
are at last becoming more and more nimerous. 
The success our native industry molded by art. 
achieved at the Exhibition may be recorded with 
just satisfaction. Thanks to your efforts to regu- 
late, in concert with my Government, the State 
expenditure, and thanks to the revived confidence 
in our economical strength, the credit of the Gov- 
ernment has remained unimpaired. Although 
circumstances did not allow a more rapid de- 
velopment of our means of communication, 
a beginning hes by your co-operation been 
made toward reforming our railway sys- 
tem 800 as better to satisf general 
interests. The general customs tariff has laid 
down a sound basis agreeable to the political and 
commercial condition of the Empire, on which oar 
commercial relations with foreign conntries could 
be regulated by a series of commercial] treaties. 
The position of the Catholic Church has been 
settied by the Legislature without any disturbance. 
You pave with patriotic zeal met the demand of 
the militia for the improvement of the condition 
of imvalided military men and for the reform of 
the gendarmerie in the interests of public security. 
l express to you once more my satisfaction at your 
co-operation in bringing about an agreement with 
the countries of my Hungarian Crown, by which 
numerous questions affecting material interests 
have been regulated in a spirit of mutual amity, 
and the relations between the two sides of the 
Empire have been consolidated. In face of the 
events in the East, it became an imperative neces- 
sity effectually to protect the interests, the pres- 
tige, and the authority of the Empire. Although 
the measures taken for this purpose entailed great 
sacrifices, you did not withheld your support from 
my Government, but enabled itto exert its whole 
influence towards the consolidation of the state of 
things established in the East Europe to the 
end that peace, the interest of all the Powers. 
might be secured. It affords me great satisfaction 
to see that we are near the attainment of this ob- 
ject. The Monarchy is respected abroad and en- 
tertains the most friendly relations with all th 
Powers. At home the Monarchy is united an 
elevated by sentiments of patriotism and loyal at- 
tachment to me and my family, of whichonly quite 
lately I have had such touching proofs.

payoneted a third; a bullet struck him in the 
instep early in the ght, but he could not allow 
that bis wound was a sufficient reason for leav- 
ing his post, yet he has suffered most acutely 
from it since. Afterwards Gunner Howard, R. 
A., ran out of the hospital and managea to hide 
himself in the long grass, op the upper 
side of the stone wall, below our front 
parapet. He covered himself as well as 
he could with twigs and grass, and there, 
in company with a dead pig and four 
of our horses (which had been shot where they 
were tied up), be lay uvobserved all night, and 
came in unharmed at daylight. Another, Pri- 
vate Waters, First Battalion Twenty-fourth, 
seereted himself in a cupboard in the hospital, 
and killed many Zulus who entered the room, 
he himself getting wounded in the arm. At 
last he — over him a black cloak, and ran out 
of the burning building among the bushes, in 
one of which he 4 concealed and unharmed 
until morning, with hundreds of Zulus moving 
about during the nicht upon all sides of him. 
The rushes and heavy firing of the enemy did 
not slacken until past midnight, and fromAhat 
time until daylight a desultory fire was kept up 
by them, from the caves above us in our rear 
and from the bush and garden in front.“ 


KANSAS. 


The Towns, Population and Improvements, 
Farms, Stock, and Birdseye View of Coun. 
try Along the Atchisen, Topeka & Santa 
Fe Railroad. 

Special Correspondence of The Tribune. 

Great Bend, Kas., May, 1879.—In my last [ 
mentioned that I stepped at Newton, Kas. I 
will pow pass on over the line of the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad westward, and 
notice the country and towns along the route: 
and at another time will return to Newton and 
give a description of that thriving city. 

The face of the country between Newton and 
Hutchison is very similar to the Cottonwood 
Valey,—the lana having a gently-rolling 
surface, being well watered, and all capable of 
cultivation, New farms are dotted over the 
surface of the prairies, and many very pleasant- 
looking farm-houses meet the eye, A tract of 
land lying eight or ten miles north, on which 
can be seen a range of sand-hills, is not good for 
anything but grazing purposes. Along this 
stretch of road, in the farming section, are seen 
scattered over the prairies what appear to be 
large sand-bills sparkling in the sun; but, on 
observing them closer, itis found that they are 
huge stacks of straw from last year’s abundant 


harvest. 

The first town reached is Halstead, with a 
population of about 700. A very large grist- 
mill is located here, also two elevators. I 
counted twenty-eight new houses being con- 
structed. The town presents a live appearance. 
Between bere and Burton is seen a section that 
the great hail-storm swept over some time since: 
many of the wheat-fields have been plowed up 
and planted in corn, ahd on some of those left 
the grain will not pay for cutting. The corn all 
looks splendid, most of it having been culti- 
vated. Other grain looks equally well. In all 
directions can be seen new farms being opened 
up; and afew years bence this beautiful tract 
of country will blossom into a perfect Garden 
of Eden. I found, through this section, some 
parties who had gone farther west, and, after 
looking around, returned and settled here. 

Burton is a new town, but one of the enter- 
prising ones. It has about 800 inhabitants, two 
large elevators, and an extensive grist-mill. 
Fifty-two new buildings are being erected, com- 
prising business-blocks and residences, some of 
which are stone and brick. Is surrounded by a 
rich and fertile farming country. The Railroad 
Company has a large amount of its best lands 
left through this section, which are to be had at 
very low rates. 

There is a flourishing town a short distance 
from Newton, called Darlington, which is named 
after Darlington, Lafayette County, Wisconsin, 
and is settled with people from that section,,all 
of whom are prosperous and contented. Through 
this section are to be found large communities 
of Minnesota, Kentucky, Indiana, Mississippi, 
Illinois, and Ohio people. Wisconsin people 

thickly scattered along the fine of 
the road from Newton to Dodge City, 
and are all satisfied with their new homes. 
The farmers claim that they will have over half 
a crop of wheat. They call fifteen to twenty 
bushels per acrea hali-crop in this country. 
They have been having fine showers of rain late- 
ly, which will have the effect of bringing the 
wheat-crop out. 

Hutchison is the point where the railroad 
strikes the Arkansas River; and from here west 
one passes through the Arkansas Valley. A 
richer and more fertile one does t exist on 
the globe. Here can be raised all kinds of 
grain in unlimited quantities; also tobacco and 
cotton. which Have both been tried with good 
results; fruits, such as apples, peaches, pears, 
quinces, etc.; also, grapes and berries of all de- 
scriptions are brought tothe greatest perfection, 
and with very little labor in proportion to what 
has to be used in the Eastern and Southern 
States. Hutchison at present is the largest 
town in the valley, anda point where a large 
amount of business is done. In a future letter 
I wiil speak of it at length, giving a description 
of its buildings, elevators, milis, and business 
interests. 

After leaving there everything presents a new 
ap ance. ‘Lhe farms have only been opened 
a few years, the larger part not over one year; 
but all look well, with few exceptions, where 
the fields iook barren and give promise of hard 
times for the occupant for another year, No 
doubt some of them will get discouraged, and 
„% want to go home,“ to the place they 
from; but the plucky ones will “stick” and 
prosper. 

Nickerson, a town which did not exist eight 
months ago, now isatown of nearly 1,000 in- 
habitants. One hundred and twenty-nine 
houses are now being built, or are just com- 
pleted,—some of them very good ones, others 
mere shaaties, but each representing a family; 
and these shanties will in time give way to 
larger houses. The town is named after the 
President of the road, and isa division head- 
quarters. The Company has a large stone 
round-house and shops at this point, and intends 
to make it one of the priocipal points on the 
road. It is well located, and has a good farm- 
ing country surrounding it, though but very few 
farms are yet opened. 

Next comes Sterling, one of the handsomest 
towns in the valley, having a population of about 
1,800, many very fine stone and brick building 
and a large school-house. it is a live 
prosperoustown. Shade-trees have been planted 
along all the st and add much to the beau- 
ty of the place. Eighty-seven new buildings 
are being erected here, some of them ex ve 
structures. Fine farms can be seen in all direc- 


gions.

The 
corn aloug the road to-day looked splendid, 
giving. promise of a big crop; but the 
wheat, mos®of it, looked poor, and will proba- 
bly not reach over a third ofacrop. Other 
small grains look well. Thousands of fat cattle 
were visible along the road, and large flocks of 
sheep feeding on the rich griisses to be found in 
the valley. very best of drinking water can 
be had at y point along: the valley, at from 
twenty to 100 feet in depth,-—most of the wells 
being drive-wells. There are also a large num- 
ber of springs along the line of the road, and 
the country is watered by living streams.

SAFETY AT SEA. 


Established Routes for Steamers—How It Is 
Proposed to Diminish Chances of Collis- 
ion—Lieut. Maury’s Paths <Across the 
Ocean, 


New York Tribune. 

The inereasing number of collisions at sea has 
brought forth many plans for averting such dis- 
asters, and for securing the safety of the 30,000 
persons who cross the Atlantic every year. A 
correspondence has recently taken place de- 
tween the owners of the White Star Line of 
steamships and the Londom Board of Trade, 
about the propriety and advantage of haying a 
fixed, or lane route for steam vessels be- 
tween the United States and Europe. It is said 
that no less than 2,500 full-powered steamers 
ply between Great Britain and the United 
States annually; and that at the present. time 
these vessels, with the exception of a limited 
number, which follow a certain track, are 
guided indiscriminately, and according to 
the discretion of thei respective com- 
manders. It is contended that if an Inter- 
national Congress could establish some system 
which wold confine steam-vessels to one special 
track on the outward yoyage, and another for 
the homeward voyage, the chances of collision 
would be lessened materially. The object in 
calling the attention of the London Board of 
Trade to the subject was that it ht. make 
— 4 recommendations which would bring 
a an International Commission, to be com- 
posed of delegates from the maritime associa- 
tions of Europe and Ameria, which, it is hoped, 
would adopt a system of lame passages for the 
use of trans-Atlantic steam ers. > 

Amoug 2 peg ey and sailing-yessel Captains 
there seen?s to be a generat approval of the pro- 
posed system, which it is believed would lessen 
the risks of collision, particularly with sailing- 
vessels. It is believed, also, that while sailing- 
vessels must take advatag of the prevailing 
wiods, were there an establi bed lane route, they 
would avoid it toagreat exteut. There would also 
be greater 3 that disabled vessels 
would be assisted. It was found, also, that 
some of the regular European lines had a lane 
route of their own for their steamships, but al- 
lowed their Captains to follow it or not as they 
chose, and that others always took an indiscrim- 
inate course. 

The White Star Line follows practically the 
track laia down by Lieat. Maury, of the United 
States navy, in 1855, known as the Lane 
Route.“ On the voyage westward from Feb. 1 
to July 31,in order to avoid the dangers incident 
to fog and ice, their steamers. come by the mid- 
dle passage, 80 as to strike the southern edge of 
the Grand ks; but tis route is somewhat 
objectionable because of 
of the Gulf Stream. 
year these steamers take the northern route, 
or “great circle,” and are only a short 
time in the stream. On the return voyage they 
follow Maury’s line at all times of the year. 
The Inman steamers have a prescribed track, 
but the question of route is generally left to the 
discretion of the Captains. Had there been an 
established route for all lines, it is said that the 
White Star gteamship Britannic, coming this 
way, would have spoken the City of Chester on 
her last outward trip, when her rudder was 
carried away and she was obliged to return to 
New York. The Hamburg-American Line have 
an entirely different route from the others, their 
steamers taking the same course both ways. 
From February to July they do nit go north of 
43 deg. until they have passed the goth deg. 
meridian of longitude. During the other months 
they do not go north of 48 deg. until they ap- 
proach the European coast. ‘The National Line 


, steamers, on the westward passage, do not go 


north of 48 deg. after passing the 50th deg. 
meridian of longitude, and those bound east do 
not go north of deg. until after 
passing the 50 degrees meridian; thus vessels 
goine in opposite directions are at least sixty 
miles apart. The North German Lioyd steam- 
ers have a course suggested to them by the, 
Supermtendent of the tine, and then the Captain 
is allowed to use his own discretion. If the 
temperature of the water is fouud to grow cold- 
er, it foretells the approach of icebergs, and 
then the Captains go farther south. The French 
Line steamers.take nearly the same course as 
the National Line. | 


There seemed to be among nearty all of the 
Captains of ocean steamers a unagimity in re- 
gard to the desirability of an route, 
and the one map y Lieut. Maury was 


the one prefe . This route is one result of 
the collision of the steamship Arctic with the 
French steamer Vesta off Cape October, 
1854, by which 562 lives were lost. It makes the 
shortest possible distance from Sandy Hook to 
Liverpool 3,009 miles, and the average distance 
accomplished 8,069 miles. The recommenda- 
tion in favor of this route to the west 
is that it lies along the northern edge of the 
Gulf Stream, where an eddy setting to the 
westward, very often at the rate of a Knot an 
hour, helps the steamer along, and makes the 
distance shorter as to time. As it is not always 
possible to follow this line, on account of ice, 
4 middle route is laid down to be used between 


but if the lane route were used it is thought 
that the liability to run down fishermen would 
be attached only to steamers bound west; and

It appears that one route shortens the dis- 
tance from Cape Clear to Sandy Hook and the 
Capes of Delaw by thirty miles, while the 
other prolongs the distance to Europe by sev- 
enty-five miles.

THE PANAMA SHIP-CANAL. 


Lieut. Bonaparte Wyse’s Project—Terms of 
the Contract with the Colombian Gov- 


ernment. 


New York Times. 

The contract which Lieut. Lucien Napoleon 
Bonaparte Wyse, of the French navy, as a dele- 
gate of the Committee of Direction of the Civil 
international Interoceanic Cana! Society, holas 
from the Government of the United States of 
Colombia for the construction of a canal across 
the Isthmus, was signed at Bogota in March, 
1878. In the first article it concedes, on the 
part of the Government, the “exclusive priv- 
ilege for the excavating of a canal between the 
two oceans,” said canal to be constructed 
“without restrictive stipulations of any 
character. The conditions of the concession 
are, in substance: The duration of the priv- 
ilege shall be for ninety-nine years after the 
opening of the canal; the Colombian Govern- 
ment cannot construct for itself, or concede to 
any one else the right to construct, another 
canal across its territory to connect the two 
oceans; and if the grantees wish to construct a 
railway as auxiliary to the canal, the Govern- 
ment cannot concede to any one else, or itself 
exercise, the right to construct Net inter- 
oceanic railway; an international \ commission 
shall, at the cost of the grantees, make all 
necessary surveys and examinations, and deter- 
mine the route; their report to the Government, 
at latest, in 1881, to include the scientific labors 
executed and an estimate of the projected 
work; the grantees shall then have a period of 
two years to form a universal stock company, 
which shall take charge of the project ana under- 
take the construction of the canal; the canal shail 
be finished and placed at the service of the peo- 
ple within twelve years after the organization of 
such company, with a possible extension by 
executive authority of six years, if in extreme 
case, and after one-third of the work is done, it 
shall be found necessary; the canal shall have 
length, depth, and all other conditions necessary 
for the sailing of vessels 140 metres long, 16 


metres beam, and 8 metres draught, with low- | 


ered topsails. 
Art. 2 provides for a deposit of 750,000 francs 


in the bank or banks of London within twelve 
months after the International Commission 
shall have presented the results of {ts studies, 
as security for the execution of the work, deposit 
to be m in certificates of the debt of Colom- 
bia at the market value, and to remain to the 
credit of the Treasury after the canal is finished, 
to indemnify the Government for the cost of 
public offices. 

The third article provides that, if the route 
Hall pass to the west or north of a line irom 
Cape Tiburon to Gorachine Point, the grantees 
must arrange amicably with the Panama Rail- 
road Company or pay an indemnity, in accord- 
ance with the law of 1867 regarding tlie rights 
of that corporation. 

In Art. 5 the Government declares neutral tor 
all time the waters of the canal and the ports at 
its termini, and provides that any ship whatever 
may navigate the canal without distinction, ex- 
clusion, or preference, on payment of toils and 
observance of the rules established by the Com- 
pans. Foreign troops are excepted, and cannot 
pass without permission of Congress. The war 
vessels of belligerent nations shall be rigorous- 
ly excluded. 

Art. 7 provides that the grantees shall enjoy 
the use of ports at the extremities of the canal 
and atintermediate points for necessary pur- 
poses, and declares that the ports of the canal 
shall be open and free for the commerce of all 
pations, no import duties being charged except 
on merchandise destined for use and consump- 
tion in the Republic. 

In Art. 11 it is further declared that passen- 
gers, money, precious metals, merchandise, and 
articles and effects of ail classes transported by 
the canal shall be exempt from all duties, the 
same exemption being extended to articics 
stored in the storehouses er stations of the

How the Secret Nihilist Press Was Found. 
The Cologne Gazette contains some interesting 
details respecting the discovery of a secret 
printing-pres4 in St. Petersburg. The most 
suggestive fact in connection with this account 
is the assertion that the telecram which should 
have brought the inteiligence to the proprietors 
of the paper at Cologne was detained by the 
Russian authorities. “Yesterday evening,“ 
says the St. Petersburg correspondent of the 
Gazette, I dispatched to you a telegram in- 
forming you of the discovery of a secret print- 
ing-press here. 1 fancv, though, that the Censor 
has clapped bis black hands upon it, and but lit- 
tle of the original tel m has been permitted 
to reach Cologne.“ the telegram referred to 
says the editor, has indeed not been received here. 
I therefore now give you the details in full. 
On Wednesday last, at about 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon, the police entered the Maison Barry, 
in the Jomaclowski Polk. They found there a 
printing press and 7,000 copies of the last num- 
ber of the Nihilist journal, Sem’ai Swaboda. 
( Futher and and Freedom.) These had not vet 
been published. The clew that led to the dis- 
covery Was obtained in the following manner: 
The latest number issued of the /ather’and and 
Freedom was particularly well printed, and it 
was evident that a new font of type bad been 
used in its production. An adept in typography 
and printing was called in, and, upon examining 
the Nihilist journal, be declared that the type 
must have been procured. from the 
well-known foundry of Franzmarck, who 
enjoy a wide reputation in what par- 
ticular business. Inquiries were accordingly 
instituted at the warehouse to ascertain who 
were the latest purchasers of the peculiar type 
in question. The chief of this extensive estab- 
lishment, Herr Bohnke, a Prussian, was rather 
sharply interrogated: It transpired during the 
investigation made that quantities of type had 
from time to time disappeared. A house-to- 
house search was then instituted at the resi- 
dences of the various emploves and eompositors 
engaged at this foundry and printing business, 
and in the house before mentioned, known as 
the Maison Barry,—where eight or ten composi- 
tors reside, and which is actually next door to 
the Ministry of Water and Highway Communi- 
cations,—the printing-press was discovered.

Many fresh fissures have appeared op Mt. 
Etna, and the whole adjacent region is in a state 
of dismay. The latest reports from Catania are 
to the effect that the flood of lava is very exten- 
sive. It is said to be streaming toward the River 
Alcantara, and to have devastated the Village of 
Mio. That the general apprehension is well 
founded, is only too true. It is possible that the 
eruption may cease at any. moment; but on the 
other band it may last for months or even years. 
The duration and extent of volcanic phenomena 
are absolutely incalculable. All that experience 
teaches 1s that when a volcano has been dormant 
for a long time its eruption, when it comes at 
last, is likely to be a fierce one. But it may be 
short as well as fierce, like the memorable out- 
break of Vesuvius that changed the face of the 
Campagna, and swallowed up Stabie, Hereula- 
neum, and Pompeii; or it may be protracted 
like the eruption of Jurullo, in the Mexican 
Province of Valladolid or Mechuacan, that 
lasted from June. 1750. until February, 1760 
Humboldt describes this famous eruption of 
Jurullo as having been continuous between the 
dates we have named. But its progress was at- 
tended by some ebullitions of extraordinary 
fury. On the night of the 28th-29th of Septem- 
ber, 1750, a scene was presented by the volcano 
which for terrific magnificence has, perhaps, 
not been surpassed in tne hiscory of the world. 
It was witnessed from the neighboring 
Mountain of Aguazanco, and Humboidt 
got his account from those who were 
on the spot. He says that the flames 
spouted up over an area nearly a league square. 
The waters ot two rives, the San Pedro and the 


_Cuitimba, plunged into gaping rents that were 


torn through the earth, and actually disappear- 
ed. Thousands of small volcanoes burst forth 
over a wide tract of country. and vomited smoke 
and sulphurous flames. Six large cones also 
sprang up, rivaling the original crater, and 
yielded torrents of fire, lava, and basalt. Whirl- 
winds packed with colored ashes flew over hun- 
dreds of square miles. The earth rocked, and 
theair was filled with overwhelming thunders. 
The simple Indians, who, not unnaturally 
thought the end of the world was at hand, fled 
in mad terror and confusion. It was long 
before the survivors ventured back into the 
region once filled with smiling and prolific 
„ hüciendas,“ but now a black and desolated 
waste. ‘Those who returned looked for the 
once familiar rivers that had watered and en- 
riched the surrounding plain; thev bad vanish- 
ed, and were seen no more. But wandering 
natives profess to this dav to hear the ravished 
streams creeping, like Ilyssus in “lingering 
labvrinths,’’ far below the surface of the en- 
gulfing earth. 

The craters of Vesuvius at B. C. 73 had slept 
for time immemorial. The gladiators who fled 
from the Roman pretor and hid in the fissures 
of the volcano had no fear of Nature, whatever 
they might have of man. When they burst 
from their lair to release their leader, Sparta- 
cus, and to overthrow for a space the cruel 
Roman power, the outburst of the lava 
whose track they followed had become 
a mere tradition. Even on that mem- 
orable day, before the kalends of Sep- 
tember, whea the two Plinys, the eldsr who 
perished and the younger who recorded, first 
saw the cloud over Vesuvius they deemed 
it a curiosity only. Probably when the 
worthy Admiral got the letter, further on in 
the day, prd@¥ing for help, from Rectine, the 
wife of Cesius Bassius, whose house was at the 
foot of Vesuvius, be thought ter womanish 
fears uncalled for. How were people to believe 
in a catastrophe of a nature that had scarcely 
even been heard of? Bat the sad tragedy of 
Stabie followed, when Pliny, in nobly striving 
to}save others, lost himself. 

Eruptions like that of Vesuvius, coming at 
such intervals that the broadened space is 
scarcely bridged by authentic history, are nat- 
urally the most appalling. A voskano like 
Hecia, on the other hand, which, be- 
tween 1004, and 1766 unburdened itself 
twenty-three times, does not at 
rate take the world by surprise: The 
terrors of Hecla, mdeed, sink into insignificance 
when compared with those of its awful neign- 
bur, the Skapta Jokal. Iceland nas been very 
minutely and accurately surveyed and mapped 
by the Danish Government, but the region 
about the Skapta Jokul constitutes an excep- 
tion. There is a tract of 400 square miles: not 
delineated in the Government ordnance maps, 
and in this terrific region it is said no foot of 
man has ever intruded. Lord Dufferin went 
very near the forbidden territory, as his Let- 
ters from High Latitudes” so graphically show. 
The space about the great volcano is for the 
most part, however, as void of man and bis 
works as the Poles themselves. It is au area 
heaped to thecloudswith masses of ice and ever- 
lasting snows. The most tremendous eruption 
of which there is trustworthy record occurred 
in 1783. In May of that year there was seen 
throughout that part of Iceland a mysterious 
light, blueish fog. Early in June there were 
slight, and, as it seemed, apprehensive trem- 
blings of the earth. On the 8th of June im- 
mense pillars of sabie smoke gathered over the 
lofty country of the north, and, Dearing omi- 
nously down against the wind, wrapped the 
whole district of Sida in pitchy darkness. On 
the 10th of June a whirlwind ot ashes swept 
over the entire country. 
spouts, like so many demon. beacons, now 
flashed and leaped through the frozen hollows 
ot the mountains. The River Skapta; one of 
the largest in Iceland, having first poured down 
to the plain a yolume of fetid waters mixed 
with sand, like the Mexican ’ rivers, sud- 
denly disappeared. Forty-eight hours after- 
ward, a prodirious msss of lava, issuing from 
sources to which no one has ever been able to 
penctrate, came sliding down the bed of the 
dried-up river. The channel, according to Lord 
Dufferin,—to whom we are indebted for most of 
these details,—was of great depth and breadth; 
but the fearful deluge brimmed up to its banks, 
overflowed them, and drove in molten masses 
over the face of the whole country. Twooceans 
of lava were the products of this eruption. The 
one that flowed down the Skapta was 50 miles 
long by 15 wide. The other, which rolled down 
the Hvertisfliot, was 40 miles by 7. Where it is 
imprisoned by the immeasely bigtt banks of the 
Skaptka the lava is 500 or 600 feet thick; but on 
the plain, after it emerged, the thickness of the 
mass neyer exceeds 100 feet. The eruption con- 
tinued Until August. when the Plutonie drama 
concluded with an earthquake.“ 

‘The effects of this amazing phenomenon ex- 
tended over a whole year and over an immense 
distance. During all this time clouds sur- 
charged with cinders hung over Iceland. They 
overwhelmed to a great depth tens of thousands 
of acres of fertile lands. ‘Che Faroe Islands, the 
Orkneys, and the Shetlunds were covered with 
volcanic dust. This substance even extended 
to the atmosphere of England and of Holland. 
A number variousiy estimated, but doubtless 
including many thousands of human beings and 
150,000 cattle, perished in Iceland. Apart from 
such calamities, this eruption must have effect- 
ed some gigantic physical changes, concerning 
which we have seen no speculations. It would 
appear, first, that the propelling force 
within the crater of the Skapta Jokul 
must have been exerted at a vast depth 
below the external point of egress; 
next, that caverns of enormous extent must 
have been left by the masses which were ex- 
velled; and, finally, that, as the bulk of lava, 
boulders, and other ejecta flowed a long distance 
toward the south, and represented many ‘cubic 
miles of solid matter when cool, a change must 
have been wrought in the position toward the 
previous ceutre of gravity of a considerable por- 
tion of the mass of the earth. Whether this 
movement was of sufficient relative importance 
to produce anything more than a local influence, 
we must leave to scientists to determine, In 
any ne the subject presents an interesting field 
of inquiry. | 
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
